DIPHTHERIA IN VXBOIN1A. 


Work Begun on the Pumping Plant - 


Not as Blucli 'Water Expected tu of 
Yoro—A Revival of Interest in Min- 
ing—Tliere is Room for Discoveries 
of Extensive Ore Bodies—Etc. 


The Enterprise, of yesterday, tells tUe 


following of the present and future pros- 
peats of the grand old lode: "Work was 
begun yesterday on the new pumping plant 
to be placed on the 1,400 level of the Crown 
Point, the object of •which ia to lower the 
water from about the. 1,COO levtl—where it 
stands—to the 2,200 level of that mine, 
The 2,200 level of the Crown Point is 
equal to tho 2,500 level of the Chollar. 


It Is proposed to put in a series'of Dow 


pumps down the Crown Point incline to 
raise the water to the Snlro tunnel level. 
They have two good spare boilers at the 
Crown Point, which are to be put in good 
repair, and they will immediately com- 
mence to put in an 8-inch pipe from the 
surface to the 1,400 level, to conduct steam 
down to operate the pnmps. The oontraot 
of the pumping association has been signed 
by the members of the aesociation m their 
corporate capacity, and work has been 
begun. 


[t 13 not expected that as much water 


will be encountered as was handled in 
going down to the 3,000 level in the first 
instance. During the years when deep 
mining was going on many extensive blad- 
ders of water, or diminutive lakes were 
drained, and it is not believed that they 
have filled up again, as they derived their 
supply from loo»l surroundings.
